"W ith the utmost seriousness I point nut 
to Hic congress the profound effort on this 
fact upon our national economy.

■tagnutinn of the economic life of our peo­ 
ple. It has added to the ranks of the unem­ 
ployed. Our government’s house la not in 
order and for many reason* no effective ac­ 
tion has bean taken to restore it to order.
